S.R.O. 222.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬ 
ment to certain Group ‘C’ and Group ‘D’ posts in the Ad¬ 
vanced Technology Vessels Programme under Ministry of 
Defence.
